vinef ner release reasonably could be expected to cause damage to the national, 
secupity as defined in the cvrrent executive order. These decisions may be 
BUD mb cet to leral review but will stand unless there ig sevious potential for 
esbablishing a°long-terma damaging precedente Reviewers also must adhere to 
the aes also established by the exccutive order, that information may not 
be whthheld to ecnceal viclations of law, ineffici. encyy or administrative 
ie 3 te prevent erberrassment to a pergou or areneys or te prevent or delay. 
release of information Uat does not require protection in the interest of 
natipnal security.

clearly discernible aspect of Clits activitics, somrees, or methods, that 


information should be withheld. 
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ce Factual or non-fictional writine about secret work must be carefully 
screened. Bhographical or autobiographical accounts of persons who 

have been involved in secret work with CIA normally will be withheld 

in toto. When factual accounts of secret work in C1A appear in. xRorksn 
fictional writing they normally will be withheld even if names have been 
changed. The question is wheth r kxaegme there is sufficient detail to 
identify the actual events. 

d. These guidelines should be used on information originated during WWII 
up to the present day. 

ee Consider who or what could be damaged by release of the information. 
It could be a foreign liaison service, other Agency personnel, the identity; 
of a cover, the location of a CIA facility, etc. When you determine that 
such could be damased, withhold. 

e. Consider whether release could lead to additional demands for 
informition or could contribute to the agrregate that would acquire 
sensitivity. 

£. Once an item has been withheld, watch for references to it,sometimes 


using other language, and be as consistent as possible on that items
